*ent and despair by négroes that there is 
"értain'to be an outbreak óf violenee." 

"King also predicted that in the event "ef a 
"Goldwater victory, the &àdvocates of Civil 
Rights wowld abándon ‘the nón-violent “ap- 
proach, and there wotüld "be an outbrédk of 
Hots ànd violence “Sich “as nevér seen $n' the 
EAS- 

The pfiváte files óf this péaáce-loviig Nóbel 
Prize winning agitator are now in fhe hands 
óf seeregatiónists. The' files eóntàin personal 
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éorrespóndeénee of top-level members of the 
Mártin Luther King organization and the 
source of financing for his demonstratións, 
Hióts "and racial agitation (who ever heard 
öf péacérül riots!). Some of the pápers Show 
"a dése fináncial Hrik with "known -cónimu- 
nists and include plans for Kifg's próposed 
*Negro Freedom Army." 

King's affiliation with -pro-communist 
-groups is well known. The Communist Party 
34s dedicated to the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the United States by any means 
whatever—including violence, if necessary.

The National Guardian is also listed as 
subversive in the "Guide To Subversive Or- 
ganizations And Publications," issued by the 
U.S. Government Printig Office and de- 
scribed as a “virtual official propaganda arm 
of the Soviet Union."

. AMERÍCA'S PRESENT DANGER 
—COMMUNIST INSTIGATED VIOLENCE

Christian people, let us get wise. The Com- 
munist conspiracy seems to have deluded 
many ôf ür leádérs, bút God's people should 
never be deluded. This raciál uüproàr is not 
basically a -Negro uprising against váeial 
wrongs, though both Blacks and Whites 
suffer many racial wrongs, It-is a planned 
and organized program for the overthrow of 
our Républic. 

It is not confined to Harlem, Philadelphia, 
Rochester or Mississippi; not confined even . 
to the United States. It is'a' Communist 
agitated, Satan-instigated-and-báeked world 
wide program -to-destroy existing órders so 
that a-eompletely Communist world ean be 
created. 

Fhe operation of the conspiracy involves

'fBiat seeks to imidate ànd completely destroy 
all white civilization so that it càn appropri- 
äte all ‘the white miàn has éreated through 
milleniums. ; : 


PLANNED CRIMES 

In' planned and càpåbly directed state- 
ments, made well in advance, the leaders 
foretold.of the crimes. Racist King forecast 
the tragedies, büt there is no recòrd that he 
did anything to avébt them. He did stir up 
lawlessness in southern cities. 

Jesse Gray, leadér óf the New York Rent 
Strike, made vicious and icendiary state- 
wmients in a Néw York Báptist (sic) chufch. 
The New Yórk Times répórted that on Sun- 
day, July 19—from a church rostrum in 
Harlem—a Negro leader nàmed Jesse Gray 
declared: 

*Thére is only one thing thàát càn correct 
the situation, and that's güerlla warfare." 
He called för “100 skilled black revolution- 
aries who åre ready fto die" to serve as 
platoon eaptains, each in commiand of 100 
men. ; 

Mr. Gray was identified As “a nmaàn who 
had been a Conimumist órganizér by a for-
